Just released by the National Park Serv- 
ice is a circular describing accommoda- 
tions available to vacationers in Yosem-~ 
ite this season, : 

Perhaps most important to those for 
whom increased gasoline allowances still 
do not mean freedom of travel is the an- 
nouncement of transportation to Tuolumne 
Meadows. During July and August there 
will be truck trips fromths floor of the 
Valley to the Meadows, -nrojaiy)atbeus 
three times weekly, on which passengers 
will be taken if seats are available, 

Accommodations will be offered as us- 
ual at Camp Curry and Yosemite Lodge, 
and in the housekeeping tants in Camp 16.

For those who come to the Valley with 
their own equipment, camps 4, 12, and 
14 will be open on the Valley floor, and

Of the hikers! camps, only that at 
Lake Merced will be open this season. 
Reservations must be made in advance.

The April number. of the Potomac Appa- 
lachian Trail Club Bulletin reports a 
proposed national trail system. 

The plan is set forth in a bill intro- 
duced into Congress by Representative 
Daniel K. Hoch of Pennsylvania, member 
of the board of managers of the Appala- 
chian Trai: Conferences The bill provides 
for a maximum of 10,000 miles of trails 
throughout the U.S., to be devoted en- 
tirely to foot travel and camping. The 
sum of $50,000 is to be appropriated for 
the first postwar fiscal year, The plan 
contemplates administration by the For~ 
est Service with the cooperation of 
other agencies. The bill specifically 
provides that: 

"All trails of such system shall be conw 
structed ,developed,and maintained in a 
manner which will preserve as far as pose 
sible the wilderness values of the areas 
traversed by the trails of the system."

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ARMY RESEARCH OFFICER REPORTS 


(Although the following letter from Lt.- 
Col. .Bestor Robinson, written at Paris 
early in March, is somewat belated, the 
subject of winter equipment is always 

of interest to Sierrans.--Ed.) 


During the past winter I've put every 
bit of energy I had both night and day 
into trying to minimize the impact of 
winter upon our troops, I can only 
hope it hes helped in a small way, The 
problem is complicated. Many factors 
were uncontrollable. Not the least 


cause by any means was the determination- 


of the average doughboy to concentrate 
all of his attention on winning the 

’ battle with the Germans and his impli- 
cit belief that he was tough enough to 
stand any weather which Mother Nature 
could hand out. Perhaps in the future 
we will have more training camps in the 
north and include extensive winter 
maneuvers, including life in foxholes, 
as part of the training. Some cutfits 
didn't have a single case. of trench 
foot or frostbite because the captain 
or first sergeant had extensive out- 
of-doors experience and made his men 
take proper precautions. ‘Ve have also 
learned some things about equipment, 
the need for early production and the 
time lapse between the factory and use 
by the soldier overseas, 

I've taken on several additional 
duties that will require expansion of 
my division.
